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Retailers Argue Case For GEMCO

The GEMCO discount store debate con­ 
tinued last night as representatives of 
the store tried to convince the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission and a number 
of objectors that several problems would 
be alleviated when the development is 
completed. 
Representatives of Lucky Stores Inc., 
owner of the GEMCO chain, appeared 
before the plan commission with the 
request for a planned development in or­ 
der to construct the store on the south­ 
east corner of Rand Road and Thomas 
Avenue. 
Later in the evening the commission 


was still hearing testimony and had not 
yet made a decision. 
This was the second time the store rep­ 
resentatives had appeared before the 
plan commission regarding the proposed 
development. In August the commission 
recommended that the village board 
deny a request for annexation and rezon­ 
ing. The village trustees voted Oct. 12 to 
not follow the recommendation and ap­ 
proved the request. 
A NUMBER OF Arlington Heights and 
Prospect Heights residents in the area 
surrounding the proposed site and a 
group of Hersey High School students 
have previously objected to the proposal. 


Hersey is on the north side of Thomas 
Avenue, just east of the site of the pro­ 
posed store. 
Those objectors, joined by the Citizens 
For Better Zoning, a group of Prospect 
Heights residents have cited what they 
feel are unsolvable problems of storm 
water runoff, traffic congestion and traf­ 
fic safety hazards concerning the high 
school students. Fewer than 25 persons 
attended last night’s meeting to reiterate 
their objections. 
ROGER PATZER, an applied engi­ 
neer, told the commissioner that a storm 
water retention system on the site will 
result in less runoff than would be expe- 
Nab Doctor On Sex Charges 


Cook County Sheriff’s police Tuesday 
night arrested a physician in his office 
just west of Des Plaines and charged 
him with the deviate sexual assault of 
several of his patients. 
Dr. James Middleton, 44, a general 
practitioner, was taken into custody in 
his office at 969 Elmhurst Rd. about 8 
p.m. Tuesday by sheriff’s police. Middle­ 
ton was with a female patient at the time 
of his arrest. 
According to Det. Donald Shaw, who 
led the raid into Middleton’s office, the 
arrest came after a two month in­ 
vestigation in which a number of Middle­ 
ton’s suburban women patients com­ 
plained that the doctor had drugged 
them and then committed deviate sexual 
attacks. 
Shaw said they also found pipe bombs, 
detonators, three handguns, pornogra­ 
phic photos, literature and movies and 
artificial devices for sexual stimulation 
in the doctor’s office. 
Sheriff’s police also found a quantity of 
what Shaw called “dangerous drugs 
which could incapacitate a person if tak­ 
en.” 


Shaw said Middleton, of 2800 Lake 
Shore Dr., Chicago, gave no resistance 
and the only explanation the doctor gave 
for having the guns was that he had been 
threatened and needed to protect him­ 
self. Shaw added that Middleton will also 


be charged with possession of explosives 
and unlawful use of a weapon.

Wednesday 
morning on $15,000 bond and is scheduled 
to appear in Niles Circuit Court Dec. 29. 
Shaw said the state’s attorney intends to 
ask for a grand jury hearing in the case. 
Shaw said that although a number of 
women have already complained to the 
sheriff’s police, more of Middleton’s 


patients or former patients will come for­ 
ward if they have complaints. 
The police were armed with a warrant 
Tuesday night issued by Circuit Court 
Judge Anton Smigiel. 
Middleton, a staff member of St. Jo­ 
seph’s hospital in Chicago, was acquitted 
by a jury in St. Louis in 1961 on a charge 
of drugging and raping a housewife, ac­ 
cording to Shaw. 


rienced if the land were left undeveloped. 
Patzer said the runoff for the undeve­ 
loped land is about ll cubic feet per sec­ 
ond under the retention plans, he added, 
storm water runoff would be held to only 
one cubic foot per second. 
The engineer told the commission that 
the water will not drain onto neighboring 
property, but into the store’s parking lot 
which will be completely surrounded by 
six-inch curbing. Patzer also said the de­ 
veloper will construct catch basins for 
the storm water in the parking lot. 
Paul C. Box, a traffic engineer, testi­ 
fied that his firm had conducted a traffic 
study of the area in July and supple­ 
mented that with additional studies in 
September and November. Box said that 
he believes the automobile and pedestri­ 
an traffic in the area presents no par­ 
ticular traffic problem. 
Jim Catanzaro, a Hersey High School 
student, spoke for a group of about eight 
students in raising a number of questions 
about the proposed project. Catanzaro 
questioned why the petitioner had not 
mentioned incidents of students being hit 
by automobiles in the past. He estimated 
that at least three students have been 
struck in the past two years. Catanzaro 
also raised questions of “ trouble spots” 
east of the school and others west of 
Rand Road; the number of gas stations 
in the area and the number of depart­ 
ment stores in the area. 


The Arlington Heights Youth Council 
decided Monday night to support a pro­ 
posal for a youth services bureau to 
serve Arlington Heights, Rolling Mead­ 
ows, Palatine and Inverness. 
A request for support of die concept 
was presented by Emerson Thomas, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Palatine Township 
Youth Committee. 
The request was 
merely for “ moral” support, to boost the 
chances for approval of the concept as a 
pilot project and thus make it eligible for 
state and federal aid. Thomas did not 
ask for financial assistance in the proj­ 
ect. 
The objective of the program is to pro­ 
vide a community-based youth services 
program staffed by professional youth 
workers. The bureau would operate out 
of rented quarters. No location has been 
chosen, Thomas said, and it could be in 
any of the towns to be served by the 
bureau. 
THE PROGRAM WOULD include pro­ 
viding a place where young people can 
go to talk with an adult or seek medical, 
legal, and employment assistance and 
emergency help; and having the staff 
spend time in the community, meeting 
youths where they “ hang out.” 
The bureau would 
concentrate 
on 
“ building a trusting relationship with the 
youth so that he will seek assistance, and 
with involving agencies and organiza­ 
tions in the community to utilize all re- 
s o u r c e s 
available,” 
according 
to 
Thomas. 
Programs which might be developed 
include discussion groups with parents 
and teenagers, and with policemen and 
teenagers. Thomas said the young people 
will be involved “ as much as possible” 
in the development, planning and imple­ 
mentation of services and programs. 
The bureau would serve as a resource 
center and teenagers could be referred 
by police, the courts or schools or could 
approach the bureau themselves. It 
would then work to determine what the 
problem was and possibly refer the youth 
to other agencies for additional help. 
FUNDING FOR THE project would in­ 
clude 75 per cent provided by a federal 
grant, 12.5 per cent by the state and 12.5 
per cent by Palatine Township. 
The budget was estimated at more 
than $64,000. Of this, Palatine Township 
has agreed to supply slightly less than 
$8,000.

ral are counseling, job placement, thera­ 
py, residential placement, medical aid, 
tutoring and other services.

Thomas told the youth council. He said 
the bureau would definitely not service 
as a drop-in place for teenagers to spend 
free time, but would serve as an office 
for the youth workers. 
The staff of the center would have to 
operate on an “ outreach” principle, go­ 
ing out on the street and getting ac­ 
quainted with young people, “ to build 
trust,” Thomas said. 
AFTER QUESTIONING by members 
of the council, Thomas said “The kids we 
need to serve are the most important. 
We don’t care who gets the credit. 
There’s nothing sacred about the Pala­ 
tine Township involvement, it just hap­ 
pened that Palatine Township Youth 
Committee is the one filling out the ap­ 
plication.” 
Thomas said that if the grant is ap­ 
proved, one of the first actions would be 
to create a citizens’ advisory board to 
help with finding staff and a location for

Public Service Pin In Their Hats 


Editor’s Note: The following is the last 
of two articles on the League of Women 
Voters of the Arlington Heights-Mount 
Prospect area. This year is the 50th anni­ 
versary of the founding of the first 
League of Women Voters.

The two words mentioned most often 
by members involved in the League of 
Women Voters are “ public service.” 
Voter registration drives, providing in­ 
formation on candidates, studying issues 
and other projects are all done as public 
service projects. 


Pat Gardner, president of the League 


of Women Voters of the Arlington 


Heights-Mount Prospect area, said the 
league does not take a position on a local 
issue until members have studied it. 
Also, the league cannot take a position or 
testify on a local issue unless the chapter 
has done a “ Know Your Town” study. 
After this type of study is done, the 
town’s name can be added to the local 
chapter’s name. 
MEMBERS SAID that since the mem­ 
bership of residents from Elk Grove was 
growing, these members may be doing a 
!‘Know Your Town” study soon. 
By studying issues, the 150-member 


league has a strong base “ when we do 
begin to act,” said Manly Marier, Coct- 


Con chairman. 
On the volatile issue of low and moder­ 
ate income housing in Arlington Heights, 
league members decided to issue a fact 
sheet because “ so many questions were 
asked.” 
“We thought it would be a public ser­ 
vice to make information available,” the 
league president said. 


In addition to making information on 
elections and issues available to the pub­ 
lic, the league also has an “ Observer 
Corps.” Members of the local group at­ 
tend meetings of school boards, village 
boards and other governmental units and 
report back on the activities of these 


groups. 
A few years ago, a league observer 
was such a regular sight at Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission meetings that 
she named a street in the village. A pro­ 
posed development needed a name for a 
street and the plan commissioners asked 
the woman for an appropriate name. 
HER SUGGESTION was approved by 
the commission. 
Also as a public service, the league has 


printed a small booklet entitled “Who’s 
Who in Local Government.” The booklet 
includes the names and phone numbers 
of village, park and school district offi­ 
cials in Arlington Heights, Mount Pros­ 


pect,

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Poll Is Urged 
On Area Issue 


MAKE 
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A drive is under way in Prospect 
Heights and unincorporated Mount Pros­ 
pect to poll residents on the annexation- 
incorporation issue. 
The effort is being undertaken by the 
Northwest Suburban Council of Associ­ 
ation, a group of homeowners associ­ 
ations from Prospect Heights and unin­ 
corporated Mount Prospect. 
Purpose of the survey, according to 
council members, is to find out which of 
the proposals most residents prefer. 
Council members say they will then be­ 
gin to take steps toward achieving the 
community’s preference. 
Recently the council held a commu­ 
nitywide meeting at which the two pro­ 
posals for the currently unincorporated 
area were discussed. At that meeting, 
more than 500 in the audience had a 
chance to question panel members or the 
two alternatives. 
NOW, HOWEVER, the council wants to 
find out how the community feels about 
the twoalternatives. At the council meet­ 
ing Monday members decided to con­ 
duct the poll. 
The survey will be handled this way : A 
fact sheet including information about 
both incorporation and annexation will 
be written by proponents for each pro­ 
posal. The fact sheet is to be ready Dec. 
15. 
At the end of the fact sheet will be a 
reply form for residents to choose which 
of the alternatives they prefer. 
The fact sheet will be distributed by 
each homeowners association to its 
members. Monday some of the associ­ 
ation 
representatives indicated 
they 
would include the fact sheet in their peri­ 
odic newsletters. Deadline for the replies 
to the association heads is Jan. 15. In­ 
cluded in the introduction to the fact 
sheet will be reasons why council mem­ 
bers feel the area cannot remain as it is, 
unincorporated. 


THE COUNCIL agreed unanimously 
Monday to conduct he poll. The council 
will pay printing costs of the fact sheet 
with the reply form. 
The committee writing the fact sheet, 
which includes Marie Caylor and Ron 
Burton, both advocates of annexation, 
and John Gilligan, a proponent of in­ 
corporation, will meet prior to the Dec. 
15 deadline. 
Mrs. Caylor said about 7,500 fact 
sheets would be printed. She said she 
hoped the council would receive respon­ 
ses from about 50 per cent of those who 
got the fact sheets. 
Art Brescia, chairman of the council, 
said Monday, “We want to find out how 
the people in our area feel. Once we get 
that, we’ll proceed in the direction they 
want us to go.” 
Brescia said members of his associ- 
tion’s board of directors has indicated 
unofficially they favor annexation. 
A SPOKESMAN for the Parkview 
Homeowners Association indicated sim­ 
ilar feelings among that group’s board of 
directors. 
Gilligan, however, said most of the 
phone calls received following the No­ 
vember meeting indicated persons were 
in favor, not of annexation, but In­ 
corporation. Gilligan represented the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ­ 
ation at the meeting Monday. 
It is that association that has been 
seeking permission from three surround­ 
ing municipalities, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling and Mount Prospect, to in­ 
corporate its area as a municipality. 
The eight homeowners associations in­ 
volved in the survey are the River Trails 
Homeowners, 
Parkview Homeowners.

Probe Results By Dec. ll? 


Results of the Illinois Education Asso­ 
ciation investigation of School Dist. 59 
may be known as early as Dec. ll, ac­ 
cording to the committee conducting the 
investigation. 
T he nine-member 
committee in­ 
vestigating charges by the Teachers’ 
Council has set Dec. ll and 12, the next 
meeting of the IEA executive board, as a 
target date for its report to the board. 


If the executive board feels the in­ 
vestigation has substantiated significant 
charges it must, according to its own 
guidelines, provide the district an oppor­ 
tunity to remove the. cause before impos­ 
ing a sanction.

Although specific allegations have not 
been released, IEA guidelines include the 
following reasons for possible sanctions: 
refusal of a school board to negotiate 
conditions of professional employment in 
good faith; and failure of school board to 
maintain conditions conducive to sound 
educational practices including, but not 
limited to; class size, assignment of 
duties, availability of instructional mate­ 
rials, balanced curricular emphasis, and 
adequate physical environment. 


They also include the use of harassing 
tactics or arbitrary discriminatory ac­ 
tions or threats which create fear and 
intimidate employes in an attempt to 
coerce them, and the refusal of the 
school board to develop adequate proce­ 
dures for processing employe grievances. 


THE COMMITTEE comprised of 
teachers, principals, superintendents and 
IEA representatives from throughout Illi­ 
nois conducted the investigation Monday 
through Wednesday. 
Committee chairman Robert Burgess 
said that the members worked from 9 
a.m. to midnight Monday and Tuesday 
and planned to work till late afternoon 
Wednesday. 


During their stay, committee members 
visited ll school buildings, talked to al­ 
most 150 staff members and about 24 
parents. The committee also met with 
representative groups such as the School 
Community Council, and interviewed for­ 
mer board members and interested citi­ 
zens. 
Burgess said, “I think we as a com­ 
mittee are somewhat disappointed that 
the school board decided not to confer 
with us.” 


School Work 
Completion 
Date Is Set 


Addition to two Dist. 23 schools and the 
renovation of a third is expected to be 
completed by September 1971, according 
to school officials. 
The additions will be built at Douglas 
MacArthur Junior High School and Betsy 
Ross School. The original portion of the 
district’s Anne Sullivan School will be 
renovated and used for administrative 
offices. 
Monday the school board sold $775,000 
in bonds and awarded construction con­ 
tracts in connection with the additions 
and renovation project. 
The school district, which draws stu­ 
dents from Arlington Heights, accepted 
an offer to buy the bonds from the Conti­ 
nental Bank of Chicago. The average in­ 
terest rate on the $775,000 in bonds will 
be 5.00794 per cent. The bonds will ma­ 
ture in 12 years. 
School officials had notified more than 
30 firms that the bonds were to be sold. 
Five offers to buy them were received by 
the school district. 
The second lowest bid came from the 
LaSalle National Bank of Chicago. Its av­ 
erage yearly interest rate on the bonds 
would have been 5.0269 per cent. 
BOARD MEMBER Lorie Samer said 
yesterday that school officials were satis­ 
fied with the interest rate to be paid on 
the bonds. Shea attributed the unexpect­ 
edly low rate to the fact that the discount 
rate was lowered Monday by the federal 
reserve board. “We feel we sold the 
bonds at an advantageous time,” she 
said. 
The bond issue sold Monday was ap­ 
proved by Dist. 23 voters in a referen­ 
dum Oct. 24. The bond issue will be re­ 
sult in no tax hike. 
Also in connection with the construc­ 
tion work planned on three schools, the 
district awarded the general contractor’s 
contract to Walton Construction Co. The 
firm’s bid was $839,883. 
Mrs. Samer said the work is expected 
to begin as soon as possible after the 
contracts are signed. Signing, she said, 
will probably be done at a special school 
board meeting next Monday. 
The Walton firm was the contractor for 
other Dist. 23 construction, including the 
building of Eisenhower and Muir schools 
as well as one of the additions at MacAr­ 
thur School. 
The winning bidders for the subcon­ 
tracts were the F. J. Bern Co., plumb­ 
ing; the Arrowhead Heating and Cooling 
Co., heating; and the Metro Electric Co., 
electrical. 


Attends Seminar 


A teacher at Miner Junior High School 
was among a group of 53 teachers who 
attended a recent seminar, “Man and his 
Environment,” at Western Illinois Uni­ 
versity, Macomb. 
Joann McClendon, a teacher at the 
school in Arlington Heights, attended the 
seminar which was designed for teachers 
of junior and senior high school earth 
science. 


He added, “We feel the district did al­ 
low access to buildings and records and 
in doing so made significant contribu­ 
tions.” 
The committee investigated records on 
finances, written policies and previous 
agreements between the teachers council 
and the board. 
Burgess said that if a sanction is im­ 
posed, the effects could be “immeasu­ 
rable.” 
HE SAID, “In the very recent past, 
Dist. 59 has been discussed and revered 
as a model district in the state. Colleges 
and universities considered it a wonder­ 
ful opportunity to send student teachers 
here. They might not see it as this if a 
sanction was imposed.” 
He added that colleges and universities 
have honored sanctions in some cases 
and have not in others. 
The sanction would change the re­ 


sponse of teachers coming to the district, 
according to Burgess. “At least some 
second thoughts would be given by pro­ 
fessional educators,” he said. 
“Sanctions are intended to improve the 
situation,” Thomas Reel, 
committee 
member from Aurora, said. 
The committee stressed that the people 
with whom they talked had been “very 
cooperative and kind.” 
Burgess said that approximately one- 
third of the districts investigated by the 
IEA did not have Sanctions imposed on 
them as a result of the investigations. 
He said there have been no more than 
eight sanctions imposed in the last five 
years. 
He added, “If we’re talking about a 
dozen out of the 1,000 in the state it 
shows that the situations have become 
pretty tense before teachers’ groups 
have felt the need.” 
Schools Yelp At 
Insurance Bills

Insurance costs for schools are on the 
increase and area school districts are 
feeling the pinch. 
One insurance company has asked 
school districts it insures to post guards 
in buildings at night to reduce van­ 
dalism. 
No such request has been made to 
Dist. 25 but the cost for insurance on 
buildings and staff increased by $15,000 
the last time the policy was rebid. 
One of the reasons for the increase is 
the normal rise in insurance rates, but 
the district also increased its protection 
at that time, Business Mgr. Dan Suffo- 
letto said recently. 
Liability protection was increased from 
$1 million to $5 million, and the policy 
was changed from one which details all 
coverage to an “all risk” policy, he said. 
SUFFOLETTO SAID that when bids 
first came in he thought they were very 
high, “but when I figured out what we 
were getting I decided we got one heck 
of a good rate — especially compared to 
other people.” 
Other districts do not see their rates in 
the same light. Kenneth Gill, Dist. 21 su­ 
perintendent, which includes Edgar Allen 
P o e 
School in northern 
Arlington 
Heights, said his district has found high­ 
er costs a problem. 
“Insurance premiums are expensive. 


Our experience has been good, but van­ 
dalism, burning and looting have caused 
a great increase in school insurance,” he 
said. 
“Insurance companies used to fight for 
school accounts, but not any more. This 
is becoming a real serious problem.” 
Dist. 23 in Prospect Heights has an 
even more serious problem. The district 
has been notified by the Insurance Com­ 
pany of North America that it must in­ 
stitute an alarm system and post a guard 
in each school at night and on week­ 
ends. 
THE DISTRICT’S superintendent, Ed­ 
ward Grodsky, has estimated that cost of 
guard service alone will be $7,500. 
Gill of Dist. 23 believes the best solu­ 
tion to the problem of rising school 
insurance is to have the state insure pub­ 
lic school property in Illinois. 
He said he would like to see a bill in­ 
troduced in the next session of the state 
legislature that would provide for state 
insurance. 
The topic may be discussed Dec. 9 
when area school superintendents attend 
a luncheon with local state legislators, he 
added. 
Gill said other possible solutions could 
be to start a cooperative self-insurance 
program among local school districts or 
a cooperative program or insure districts 
up to the largest amount deductible on 
their insurance policies.
